Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, war 
lord of Manchuria and commander 
in Shensi, seized the Chinese Gen- 
eralissimo, Chiang Kai-shek, Sat- 
urday, and is holding him prisoner, 
demanding that Chiang and his 
Nanking Government declare war 
on Japan. The Japanese press has 
declared there is proof that Soviet 
Russia was back of the develop- 
ment. (An official denial of this 
charge was issued today in Mos- 
cow.) 

Decisive Orders to Navy. 

Decisive instructions were sent 
yesterday to Vice-Admiral Kiyoshi 
Hasegawa, commander-in-chief of 
the Japanese Third Fleet in Chinese 
waters, to take firm measures to 
protect Japanese interests. He was 
ordered to do nothing to aggravate 
China’s internal situation, but he 
was authorized to act if Japanese 
interests were menaced. 

Should Chang’s mutiny end in 
Chiang’s death, it was said here, 
Japan would be deeply concerned 
lest men more friendly to Soviet 
Russia than to Japan should gain 
control of the Chinese Government: 
The press denounced Chang’s char- 
acter and past and present activi- 
ties while featuring interviews and 
articles praising the captive Chi- 
hese dictator. 

Conflicting Reports on Chiang. 

Conflicting reports on whether 
Chiang was alive or dead flooded 
Tokio, The latest said he was kid- 
naped a week ago, although the 
hews came only Saturday, and held 
prisoner ever since. The Domei 
(Japanese) News Agency said Nan- 
king had been negotiating with 
Chang for a considerable time. 
Finally despairing of this, the re- 
Port said, officials decided to launch 
military operations against Sian- 
fu and announced Chiang’s capture. 

Another report said Chiang was 
shot at dawn today because Chang 
became infuriated when he was 
stripped of his official positions and 
ordered arrested by the Central 
Government.

nue announced today in its “Pre- 
liminary Statistics of Income for 
1935.” The group had its largest 
membership in 1929 » 513 per- 
sons reported annual net. incomes 
of $1,000,000 or more for a total of 
$1,212,099,000, or about 5 per cent of 
the Federally taxed individua] in- 
come that year. 

In 1935, the 41 multimillionaires 
reported total net income of $73,- 
630,000, on which they paid a total 
Federal tax of $41,499,000. Their 
total gross income amounted to 
$91,670,000 and they were permitted 
to take $18,040,000 in deductions. 
The group represented .001 per cent 
of the total number of returns, 5 
per cent of the total reported. net 
income and 6.344 per cent of the 
total individual income tax -<ol- 
lected. . 

In 1934 the 32 multi-millionaires 
had a total gross income of $69,- 
348,000, deduetions of $12,689,000, net 
income of $56,659,000, and paid a 
total tax of $31,611,000. In that year 
the group represented .001 per cent 
of the total returns, .45 per cent of 
the total reported net income and 
paid 6.24 per cent of the‘total in- 
dividual income tax. 

One Income Above $4,000,000. 

Among the 4 members of the 
1935 group there was one person 
with a net income between $4,000,- 
000 and $5,000,000. The others were 
seven with incomes between $3,000,- 
000 and $4,000,000; two between $2,- 
000,000 and $3,000,000; eight be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000 
and 23 between $1,000,000 and $1,-

Ruler Begins Duties of 
State at Buckingham 
Palace on 41st Birthday 
—Queen Still Ill. 


By -the Associated Press. 
ZAONDON, Dec. 14.—While for- 
mer Kin: Edward VIII relaxed in 
Austria, his brother and successor, 
George VI, plunged into his state 
duties today at Buckingham palace. 


Today was the new ruler’s forty- 
first birthday, but by his command 
there was no official observance 
beyond the firing of the customary 
royal salutes — one round for each 
year of the monarch’s life — in 
Hyde Park and at the Tower of 
London. Flags flew from public 
buildings in honor of the occasion. 

Message to Parliament. 

The King, in a message read in 
the House of Lords today, said: 

“T have succeeded to the throne 
in circumstances which are with- 
out precedent and at a moment of 
great personal distress, but I am 
resolved to do my duty and I am 
sustained by the knowledge that I 
am supported by widespread good 
will and sympathy from all my sub- 
jects here and throughout the 
world. 

“Tt will be my constant endeavor, 
with God’s help and supported by 
my dear wife, to uphold the honor 
of the realm and promote the hap- 
piness of my peoples.” 

The King’s declaration was read 
by -Lord Halifax, Lord Privy Seal, 
as the Peers finished the ceremony 
of swearing allegiance to the new 
ruler. 

William Gallacher, Communist 
member of Commons, and several 
others refused to take the oath of 
allegiance to the new King. The 
dissenters substituted an “affirma- 
tion of good faith” but declined to 
swear the regular oath on a Bible. 
Parliamentary circles considered 
the substitution a pledge which 
bound the dissenting members as 
strongly as the traditional oath. 

Remarks by Baldwin. 

Reading the royal message in 
Commons, Prime Minister Baldwin 
said: 

“T have the honor of knowing the 
new King well, and I would tell the 
House, if they do not know it al- 
ready, that what will endear him 
to his people, if he be not already 
endeared, is that more thah any of 
his brothers he resembles in char- 
acter and disposition his father 
whose loss we were lamenting 11 
months ago. 

“He has the same devotion to 
duty. Whatever may happen to 
him, no personal predilections — of 
any kind will stand between him 
and what he conceives to be his 
duty—and that is to fulfill his great 
task as King and Emperor.” 

The House adopted unanimously 

* Baldwin's motion of thanks for the 
message after Clement R. Attlee and 
Sir’ Archibald Sinclair, opposition 
leaders, had praised the new ruler. 

Queen Reported Better. 

The new King worked at his of- 
ficial headquarters after leaving 
Queen Elizabeth at their home, 145 
Piccadilly, mildly ill with an at- 
tack of influenza. Court officials 
said her condition was not 
serious, but it was advisable for 
her to remain indoors a few days. 
She was not confined to bed. 

The Queen was reported “dis- 
tinctly better” and able to attend a 
family luncheon party in honor of 
the King’s birthday. 

Three thousand members of the 
Stock Exchange gathered on the 
floor of the house and sang the na- 
tional anthem before the start of 
the business day. Early dealings 
were moderate; with the tone firm.

the lines of the Spanish civil war.

China, based at Tientsin, reported 
unrest was mounting rapidly. 


The Tokio Government contend- 
ed that Japan must take “firm 
measures of an emergency nature” 
and advanced the theory that 
Chang’s anti-Japanese revolt was 
a result of Chinese resentment at 
the Japanese-German agreement to 
combat Communism. Officials 
pointed to the alleged Communis- 
tic sympathies of new members of 
the military council at Nanking. 


Japanese dispatches from China 
said there was a gereral rallying 
in support of the Nanking cam- 
paign to rescue Chiang. Especially 
strong in support of Nanking was 
the Government, recently estab- 
lished by Chiang, in Kwantung 
province, which was rearzanging its 
forces to meet possible moves by 
Gens. Li Tsung-jen and Pai Tsung- 
nsi of adjacent Kwangsi province. 
Kwantung’s support was general- 
ly expected to be followed by other 
provincial Governments, except 
possibly Kwangsi, Hopej and Szec- 
huan, 


Chang’s Declaration. 


As quoted by the Domei (Japa- 
nese) News Agency, the telegram 
circulated throughout China by 
Chang declared the Chinege nation 
has no alternative but to declare 
war on Japan. It charged the Nah- 
king Government with steadily 
yielding to foreign aggression and 
said Nanking already had yielded’ 
Hopei and Chahar, and Suiyvan 
was about to be given up also. 
Chang asserted the border defense 
forces of China, including hig own 
command, had carried out faithful- 
ly their expeditions against bandits 
and other enemies while Nanking 
Was guilty of all sorts of acts of 
misgovernment.

R. Shad Bennett, attorney, was 
the first defense witness today as 
the mail fraud trial of Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench and three co-de- 
fendants went into its sixteenth day 
nefore a jury in Federal Judge 
George H. Moore’s court. 

Mrs. Muench, her husband, Dr. 
Ludwig O. Muench, Attorney Wil- 
fred Jones, the baby broker, and 
Mrs. Helen Berroyer are charged 
with using the mails in furtherance 
ef a scheme to defraud Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman, wealthy bachelor phy- 
sician, by convincing him falsely 
that Mrs. Muench was the mother 
of a child and he was its father. 

The obvious purpose of the de- 
fense in putting Bennett on the 
stand was to make an attack on 
that part of the story told by Mrs. 
Grace ‘Thomasson, Government 
witness, in which she testified she 
was commissioned .to get a baby in 
Chicago to be taken’ into court in 
Kansas City and “established” as 
the “true child” of Anna Ware, At 
that time, the middle of December, 
1935, Rush H. Limbaugh, Special 
Commissioner of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, already had held 
that a baby boy, previously taken 
from the Muench home by court 
order was actually the child of 
Anna Ware, unmarried Pennsylvan- 
ja housemaid. The child, which 
had been palmed off by the 
Muenches as their own, was _ re- 
turned to its real mother by court 
order Dec. 19. 

Bennett’s Testimony. 

Bennett testified that at several 
meetings between himself and Mrs. 
Thomasson in December of that 
year, she had told him she herself 
had taken the child of Anna Ware, 
that she had intended to “fool a 
Texas cattleman”™ into believing 
that it was his and her child, but 
that she had failed and the baby 
was being kept by a woman in 
Chicago. She added, he said, -that 
State Representative Edgar J. Keat- 
ing of Kansas City, counsel for the 
Muenches in the habeas corpus suit 
in which Anna Ware had won cus- 
tody of her child, had offered -her 
$2000 if she could produce “the real 
baby.” 

Mrs. Thomasson’s testimony on 
this. point was that Keating “had 
agreed to have a Kansas City court 
establish the identity of the baby 
she was to get, as the Ware baby, 
and he wanted to have it done in 
Kansas City “in his own back 
yard.” 

Remarking that he told her he 
did not believe her story, Bennett 
related that on Dec. 16 Mrs. Thom- 
asson and Jones visited him in his 
office atthe Telephone building and 
that there he dictated, at her di- 
rection, an affidavit to be signed 
by the woman in Chicago who had 
the Ware baby. 

Shorthand Notebook Produced. 

Verne R. C. Lacy, counsel for 
Jones, and himself a defendant in a 
pending disbarment suit; asked Ben- 
nett if he had the notébook used 
by his stenographer on this occa- 
sion. Bennett said he had, and 
handed the lawyer a shorthand 
notebook in which he testified the

At this juncture he did not state 
why he was called there, except to 
say that.he was asked-if he could 
furnish a car and chauffeur, and 
he said he could not.

Gets Perjury Charge In. 


On cross-examination, District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton pinned 
the witness down and succeeded in 
getting before the jury, in spite of 
the reluctance of Bennett to answer 
and repeated defense objections, 
that the matter in Circuit Court was 
a perjury charge against Mrs, Ber- 
royer growing out of her testimony 
in St. Louis Court of Appeals. 

Usually calm and courteous, Blan- 
ton’s manner was brusque and terse 
as he hammered questions at the 
short, pink-faced, mustached at- 
torney. When the prosecutor 
brought up the perjury charge, the 
defense objected strenuously but 
was overruled when Blanton con- 
tended the defense itself had opened 
the way by its examination.

Hayward Adams Caused Death of 
Superintendent of Boarding

ward Adams, 23 years old, was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment today 
on a charge of murder resulting 
from one of 25 fires which he ad- 
mitted starting within little more 
than a year. 

Adams offered no defensa& His 
counsel pleaded for leniency on the 
ground it was a diseased mind, not 
a criminal one, which impelled the 
series of fires that terrorized resi- 
dents of one neighborhood. Thomas 
Gilmour, superintendent of an 
apartment house, was fatally burned 
Oct. 4 while arousing tenants after 
Adams had fired the building.

Charges of abducting witnesses and 
hand g men to beds in order 
to force affidavits of fraudulent 
voting enlivened today a_ bitter 


post-election legislative content, on 
the outcome of which hinged con- 
trol of many State offices and 
largely of the State government 
itself, 


The charges were made by An- 


Republican chairman, on the eve 
of resumption of court hearings in 
the state senate contest in Cape 
May, second smallest county in the 
State. Wittreich is counsel for 
William C. Hunt, Republican, whose 
apparent 437-vote victory over 
Jesse D. Ludiam was challenged 
by Democrats on charges of fraud- 
ulent voting. 
Control of Senate at Stake. 


At stake in the contest is control 
of the 1937 Senate, which for the 
Democrats wéuld mean domination 
of the Legislature for the first time 
in 22 years and a long-sought op- 
portunity to attemipt -eorganiza- 
tion of the State government. 

The Democrats captured the as- 
sembly, 39 tb 21, in the November 
election. The Senate, with the 
Cape May contest undecided, stands 
10 to 10. The Republican State 
Chairman Henry W. Jeffers, 
charged a Democratic plot to 
“steal” the election. 

For the Republicans, victory 
meant power to block any assembly 
bills aimed at removing Republican 
officeholders. They could also 
prevent the election of the State 
Treasurer and Comptrollere by a 
joint session. 

To the Democratic charges of 
fraud and “repeater” voting, and 
to charges that voters were brought 
from Philadelphia, Wittreich  re- 
plied today that the hearings be- 
fore Circuit Judge Wilfred H. 
Jayne in Cape May Courthouse 
would show “the Democrats are 
guilty of the charges they have 
made against the Republicans. 

Improper Methods Charged. 

“The high offices of the United 
States Government have been 
brought into action in this attempt 
to frustrate the will of the people 
of Cape May County,” he said in a 
statement, “Hoover's famed G-men 
and United States marshals, have 
headed a corps of trained investi- 
gators which ever since election 
have been seeking evidence of 
wholesale fraud without success. 
“Abduction of witnesses, hand- 
cuffing of men to beds until they 
agreed to sign on the dotted line 
and every other method known to 
the secret police of the old world 
have been brought into play in this 
attempt to bolster the alleged fraud 
charges. 

“Men have been taken from their 
beds at night, ill men have been 
given intoxicating liquors until 
ready to sign any kind of a state- 
ment, even women have been ter- 
rorized.” , 

Several arrests have been made 
by Federal officials on charges of 
illegal voting for Federal office, 

Judge Jayne has power to order 
a certificate of election to Hunt 
or Ludlum or to withhold one from 
either. The contest may ultimately 
go to the Senate.

A neatly dredsed man, 30 to % 
years old, was sought by police to- 
day as the killer of Albin Yakutis, 
21 years old, owner of a saloon at 


1701 Cass avenue, who was shot to 
death behind the bar there about 
11:15 o'clock Saturday night. 

The killer was about 5 feet 10 
inches tall, and weighed about 170 
pounds. His complexion was dark, 
and he wore a dark suit, overcoat 
and hat. Apparently he was an ac- 
tance of Yakutis. 

Police said they had learned that 
Yakutis was fond of gambling and 
frequented East Side resorts. They 
said that the shooting might have 
resulted from a quarrel with a 
gambling associate. 

The description of the killer was 
given to police by six persons who 
were in the saloon at’the time of 
the shooting. All fled, without 
notifying police, but they were 
rounded up early yesterday Three 
of -hem had been playing cards in 
the saloon and the first names of 
two were found ona score pad 
they left on :. table. 

Shoots Without Warning. 

They agreed that the man who 
shot Yakutis' entered the saloon 
four or five minutes before the 
shooting, ordered a glass of beer, 
and talked with Yakutis as he was 
drinking it. There was no argu- 
ment, no sign of anger, but sud- 
denly the man drew a revolver and 
fired four shots at Yakutis, wound- 
ing him twice in the abdomen, The 
killer ran out and the others fol- 
lowed. 

Fingerprints were found on the 
glass from which the killer had 
been drinking, but police have not 
yet established whether they were 
the fingerprints of Yakutis or the 
man who killed him. 

Three spent bullets also are held 
as clews. They were fired, ap- 
parently, from a .38 caliber revolver. 
One of them was found on the 
floor of the saloon and two on 
the sidewalk outside. There was 
a bullet hole in the window. Po- 
lice were mystified by the bullets 
found outside the saloon as all the 
witnesses agreed that the four shots 
were fired at close range inside the 
saloon. ' 

The shots aroused Steve Vezzec, 
owner of a confectionery next door 
at 1705 Cass avenue, who ran to 


‘the saloon and found Yakutis un- 


conscious. Vezzec called police. 
Yakutis died without making a 
statement. 

Tracing of Witnesses. 

The card players’ score pad bore 
the notation “Stanley,” “Joe” and 
“Me.” Stanley, police found, was 
Stanley Rozanski, 18 years old, 
1531 North Seventeenth street, por- 
ter in the saloon. Joe is Joe Wy- 
socki, 24 years old, 2134A Benton 
street. From them police obtained 
the names of the other witnesses 
who were Sam La Fiore, 31, 1525 
North Seventeenth street; Orville 
Ludwig, 22, 2328 Coleman street; 
Leo Dudek, 23, 1451A North Market 
street; and Henry Wieczarek, 22, 
1623 North Seventeenth street. Du- 
dek and Wieczarek were not at the 
card table but were drinking beer 
at the bar at the time of the shoot- 
ing. 

Yakutis was shot in the neck last 
May 17 in an altercation at the 
saloon with a man who had gone 
there to protest that his brother 
had been roughly treated by cus- 
tomers. Police think this incident 
a9 no connection with the mur- 

er. 

Yakutis lived with his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Yakutis, at 
3230 Bailey avenue.

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JUDGE E. 0. SHURTLEFE 
‘BFILLINOIS DIES AT 73 


Served 20 Years as Member of 
State Legislature and 45 
on the Bench. 


By the Associated Press. 

MARENGO, IIL, Dec. 14—Judge 
Edward D. Shurtleff died at his 
home here at 8:15 a. m. today. He 
was 73 years old. He had been ill 
with a heart ailment for more than 
a week. 

He served 20 years as a member 
of the State Legislature and 15 on 
the bench of the Seventeenth Judici- 
al Circuit. He sat in judgment in 
the case of Oscar Nelson, State 
Auditor of Public Accounts, who, 
in 1931, was tried for malfeasance 
in office after failure -of the 
Waukegan State Bank. Judge 
Shurtleff directed a verdict of 
acquittal. 

Other cases were concerned with 
the release of James “Fur” Sam- 


mons, Chicago gangster, convicted |. 


killer, whom he released from Joliet 
prison on a writ of habeas corpus; 
the trial of Russell McWilliams, 
Rockford youth, whom he sentenced 
to die for the killing of a street car 
motorman—a sentence later com- 
muted to 99 years imprisonment by 
Gov. Henry Horner; and a hearing 
on the 1931 congressional reappor- 
tionment, which he declared invalid. 
The State Supreme Court sustained 
him. 

During 20 years in the Legisla- 
ture, from 1900 to 1920, he served 
as Speaker of the House from 1905 
to 1911. Twice he served as chair- 
man of the Republican party’s State 
Central Committee. 

In 1913, he guided the House 
through a legal tangle and was 
credited with saving from defeat 
the law giving the vote to women. 
During the fight on the law, the 
Democratic leaders moved to post- 
pone consideration. Judge Shurt- 
leff suggested that a two-thirds vote 
of the House could give precedence 
to Senate measures, of which the 
bill was one. His suggestion was 
followed, and the measure passed 
after four roll-calls. 

In 1917, as Republican floor lead- 
er in the House, Shurtleff managed 
Gov. Lowden’s bills. He opposed 
passage of direct primary laws from 
1905 to 1912. 

Although he was a.dry, Shurtleff 
voted against the search and sei- 
zure and enforcement act. In 1918, 
he voted for the National prohibi- 

tion amendment. 

Shurtleff was born, September 19, 
1863, in Genoa, DeKalb County. 
His father, Alfred J. Shurtleff, was 
a descendant of the Shurtleff fam- 
ily that settled in Plymouth, Mass., 
in 1629, and his mother, Mary Fair- 
child Higby, was a direct descen- 
dant of William Brewster, who 
came over on the Mayflower. He 
attended Oberlin College for three 
years. At Marengo he entered a 
law office. In 1883, he went to 

Watertown, S. D., and was admit- 
ted to the bar in South Dakota in 
1885. In 1888 he entered the lum- 
ber business with his father, and 
in 1898 opened a law office at Mar- 
engo. In 1921 he was. appointed 
circuit judge of the seventeenth

His-friends contend that he has 
only his bad moments but those 
who are not his friends, or who 
are not interested, think that per- 
haps Eddie makes a good fight 
when he is confident that his — op- 
ponent can’t hurt him but when he 
has a fear of a possible knockout 
he tries to get out of that unpleas- 
ant happening by running and hold- 
ing. 

Whichever system he chooses to 
employ against Louis, say the wise 
ones, will be futile. He can’t hold 
or run from Joe for 10 rounds and 
if he elects to slug it out the result, 
they contend, will be the same, Mr. 
Simms on the floor with the referee 
counting 10 over him. 

The fact remains, though, that 
Eddie is still young, not more than 
277 years of age. He has never been 
knocked out in more than 50 fights, 
despite the fact that he has dropped 
14 decisions. And he is in perfect 
health and condition, passed by the 
Cleveland Boxing Commission phy- 
sicians only yesterday. 

He will be under no physical han- 
dicap as he is just about as large 
as Louis, just about as strong, and 
will weigh only a few pounds less 
than Joe, Louis scaled 202% pounds 
this afternoon and Simms weighed 
195 

Simms has been in virtual train- 
ing for months, boxing steadily 
while Louis has not fought since 
he knocked out George Brescia, 
an‘ Argentine, in New York, in 
October. 

Bomber Ready for Bout. 

The Bomber is fit and ready, 
however; and is confident that he 
will add Eddie to his list. of knock- 
ut victims while the best that Ed- 
fie has said is that he hopes to hit 
Louis once and that may be enough. 

Simms can punch and he can 
box, there’s no doubt about that, 
and unless he leaves his fight in 
the dressing room it is possible that 
he will extend Louis enough to see 
just how far Jack Blackburn has 
gone In teaching Louis to avoid the 
devastating punch with which Max 
Schmeling laid him low last June. 
True, Louis has had three bouts 
since that memorable night in the 
Yankee Stadum and hag won all 
three via knockouts. But none of 
his opponents gave him a real fight 
and really none can be compared 
to Simms. Louis flattened the age- 
ing Jack Sharkey in three rounds; 
knocked out Al Ettore, young and 
‘0rous second-rater, in five, and 
crushed George Brescia, who had 
hever before even signed for a 10- 
found fight, in three rounds. 

Those were not real opponents 
for Louis. Simms is. He rates the 
chance and is one of the few re- 
maining heavyweights about the 
country who really does deserve 
such an opportunity.

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Green Bay’s Passing 
Attack Nets Victory 
In “Pro” Title Game 


By the Associated Press. 


Waking up after going around 
in what closely resembled a trance 
during the first quarter, the pass- 
ing powerhouse from the Midwest 
marched into the title yesterday 
with a 21—6 victory over the Bos- 
ton Redskins, Champions of the 
East. 

It was the first time in the four 
years of the league’s East-West 
playoffs the Packers had reached 
the final elimination, although they 
previously had won three titles in 
a row. Last season the Detroit 
Lions knocked over the New York 
Giants in the playoff. 

A crowd of 29,545 paid $33,471 to 
gee the game. That gave each of 
the Green Bays about $250 for the 
winners’ share and allowed the 
Redskins about $175 apiece. 

The Redskins rolled up most of 
their yardage and first downs in 
the first quarter and showed a high 


pass offensive. 
Score on Forward Pass. 

In spite of that, they were be- 
hind when the period ended—all be- 
cause pro football’s most famous 
passing battery—Arnold Herber, 
pitcher, and Don Hutson, catcher, 
began clicking. After the Packers 
had recovered a fumble on Boston’s

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Failure 
of the late Van Sweringen brothers,

ities in North Kansas City and St. 
Joseph was brought out today be- 
fore the Senate committee investi- 
gating railroad finance. 

John P. Murphy, Van Sweringen 
attorney, said he did not think that 
permission was necessary although 
he added that other lawyers em- 
ployed by the Van Sweringens dis-. 
agreed with this view. 

Chairman Wheeler read into the 
record the Missouri statute stating 
that before a railroad corporation 
may acquire control over other rail- 
road properties permission of the 
commission must be obtained. 

The Van Sweringens set up the 
terminal properties purchase 
through an elaborate series of hold- 
ing companies, headed in the Alle- 
ghany Corporation. The question of 
whether L. W. Baldwin, acting head 
of the Missouri Pacific had ap- 
proved the terms of the deal was 
raised by Wheeler. 

“As a matter of fact,” Wheeler 
said, “the Van Sweringens could 
have kicked Baldwin out of there 
at any time they saw fit and all the 
rest of the directors and officers 
with him. Is that not so?” 

Murphy would not agree to this, 
insisting that Baldwin and others 
in charge had direction long before 
the Van Sweringens took over the 
road. 

Charges Dodging Law. 

“The contract. that was written 
between the packers, Armours and 
Swifts, and Terminal Shares Inc., 
for those properties was not worth 
the paper it was written on “Wheel- 
er said,” and the reason you or- 
ganized Terminal Trust was to get 
around that Missouri statute. Is 
that not right?” “Of course we 
wanted to play safe,” Murphy re- 
plied. 

Wheeler read from notes of a 
meeting of Missouri Pacific direc- 
tors, seeking to show that the Van 
Sweringens had a majority of five 
out of nine when it came to a vote 
on whether Missouri Pacific should 
buy the Terminal properties from 
Terminal.

Five Nations Including Italy 
Again, Default on War Debt 


French Reply, on Way, Expected to Be the 
Same but May Propose Negotiations 
for a New Settlement. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. — Five 
nations — Italy, Poland, Lithuania, 
Lativa, and Hungary — defaulted 
anew today on their Dec, 16 war 
debt payments to the United 
States. 

Each in formal notes presented 
by their diplomatic representatives 
to the State Department, expressed 
regret at their government’s inabil- 
ity to meet the regular semi-annual 
installments. 

Great Britain previously had 
given notice of its intention not to 
make its payment. 

Amounts due tomorrow from 
each, plus installments previously 
due and unpaid, follow: Italy, $2,- 
141,593 and $63,494,977; Poland, $5,- 
559,039 and $36,575,028; Latvia, $187,- 
383 and $1,096,878; Lithuania, $121,- 
466 and $942,761; Hungary $51,230 
and $327,791. 

Finland is the only government 
which has notified this government 
of its intention to pay. It owes 
$231,315. 

In language virtually the same as 
used in former default notes, the 
Italian communication, handed to 
the State Department by Ambassa- 
dor Fulvio Suvich, said: 

“My Government regrets to be 


still unable, at the present moment, 
to submit any proposals.” 


PARIS, Dec. 14—The French 
Government replied today to the 
United States’ call for payment of 
the semi-annual war debt install- 
ment due Dec. 15. 

The text of the note was kept 
secret, but Foreign Office sources 
said it was formulated under prac- 
tically the same conditions as the 
default notice last June 15. All in- 
dications were that it would be an- 
other formal expressich of regret 
that France was not in position to 
make a payment. The amount of 
the semi-annual payment on 
France’s debt is $23,308,312. 

Interest centered, however, on 
whether the note would contain 
what sources close to the Foreign 
Office referred to as a “phrase for 
the future” expressing hope that 
some payment would be possible 
later after negotiations to scale 
down the total amount.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec, 14.—The 
United States today moved to ob- 
tain unanimous sponsorship for its 
American neutrality project at the 
Inter-American Peace Conference, 

Conference sessions tackled neu- 
trality and economic subjects after 
disposing last week .of the three 
major proposals for peace which 
were passed unanimously through 
committee. 

The neutrality project submitted 
by the United States, calling for 
consultation in the event of war 
anywhere in the world, is believed 
likely to obtain committee approval 
today or tomorrow under the joint 
sponsorship of Cuba, Argentina, 
Brazil and Central American na- 
tions. 

By noon at least 11 nations had 
signed it as joint sponsors. These 
countries are Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Costa Rica, Cuba, Guatema- 
la, Honduras, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Salvador and the United States. 

Salvador made reservations in 
signing the plan, hoping for inclu- 
sion of some features of the Cen- 
tral American proposal for a pact

The major proposals already 
passed by the committee were 
called before a full plenary session 
of the conference for tomorrow. 
The proposals, which are expected 
to be approved, are: 

1. A convention providing for 
inter-American consultation to 
shape joint action if war within or 
outside the American continents 
threatens peace and security of the 
contracting nations.

“The decree of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals is reversed,” the court 
ordered, “and the cause is remand- 
ed to the District Court, with di- 
rections to dismiss the bill of com- 
plaint for want of jurisdiction.” 

The Associated Press, which filed 
the original action, had contended 
the station was “pirating” news 
dispatches from the Bellingham 
Herald, the Seattle Post-Intelligen- 
cer and the Seattle Times, all mem- 
bers of the co-operative Press As 
sociation. | 

John W. Davis, New York at- 
torney for the Associated Presa, 
contended that the news was the 
property of the press association 
as long as it had commercial 
value. This was disputed by Wil- 
liam H. Pemberton of Olympia, 
Wash., attorney for the radio sta- 
tion. He contended his client had 
a right to broadcast the news as 
soon as it was published in a news- 
paper. 

The Supreme Court said the case 
should have been dismissed because 
the Associated Press had failed te 
support its contention that the 
amount in controversy involved 
more than $3000 and was therefore 
within the. jurisdiction of the Fed- 
eral Court.

For instance, the difficulty of preserving 
unity would be enormously increased if 
the United Kingdom were under a re 
publican constitution. 

As an outcome of the long struggle be- 
tween King and Parliament, it is an es 
sential doctrine of the Constitution that 
the King can do no wrong. It is equally 
a fundamental principle that all official 
action of the crown, with a very limited 
exeeption, must be based on the advice | 
of-some Minister or official who is re- 
sponsible in law for the legality of the 
action taken. Moreover, constitutional 
usage has established the principle that 
the executive must be subject to the con- 
trol of the people, through their duly 

elected representatives. . 

Thus there exists a legal justification 
for the actions of the British Prime Min- 
ister.

ING EDWARD'S abdication has come 

with the fated inevitability of a Greek 

tragedy. From the moment when it was 
shown that Parliament and the Empire 
were behind Mr. Baldwin and his colleagues 
in taking a resolute stand against a mar- 
riage that would have shocked all that is 
best and cleanest and most _ responsible 
among the subjects of the crown every- 
where, it was well-nigh impossible to see 
any way out of the entanglement short of 
abdication, 

Marriage was impossible—so long as mar- 
riage meant that the King’s wife would be 
Queen. A morganatic marriage, proposed by 
some, would have been revoltingly alien to 
the decent instincts of the whole Anglo- 
Saxon race. For the King to have yielded 
and abandoned the woman’ for whom he 
had already sacrificed so much would have 
been fatal to that prestige of kjngliness 
which we require in our monarchs. 

So King Edward VIII takes his farewell. 
His late subjects will feel that nothing has 
become him better than his’ way of serving 
the best interests of the Empire by laying 
down a scepter which he could no longer 
wield. It would be most ungracious at this 
moment to regard his motives from any oth- 
er than the aspect in which they present 
themselves to his own eyes, We may well 
take the fine attitude of Mr. Baldwin—a 
“father” who has failed in trying to help 


was never more trusted. So long as British 
soil produces men of his fiber and modest 
devotion to duty, the fate of the Empire 
is safe in their hands. 

A third fact worth recording is the spon- 
taneous unanimity of the British peoples on 
a question of morals.

Peace for Spain

That time may have come if Gen. 
Franco’s next attack on Madrid 
ends also in a stalemate. For it will 

then have been demonstrated that 

neither of the Spanish parties is 
strong enough to. overcome the oth- 
er and then to govern the country. 

It seems plain, for example, that 
in the first phase of the struggle, 
Gen. Franco was unable to start a 
national uprising of the Spanish 
people, that he failed to overthrow 
the Madrid Government by revolu- 
tion. It is plain that, in the second 
phase, his numerically inferior but 
better trained troops were able to 
make headway only in the more 
sparsely populated regions and that 
they were held at bay when they 
reached the large cities where the 
industrial workers are massed. 

It is plain, too, that as the strug- 
gle among thé Spaniards themselves 
proved to be indecisive, the war en- 
tered a third and more dangerous 
phase in which the Italians and the 
Germans on the one side, the Rus- 
sians on the other, have been taking 
charge of the Spanish civil war, 
If this phase continues, even if it 
does not bring on.a general Euro- 
pean war, the question may soon be, 
not whether Spain is to be governed 
by Spanish conservatives or Span- 
ish Communists, but whether Spain 
is to be conquered by Italy and Ger- 
many or by Russia. 

This is by no means an unreal 
possibility. For consider the prob- 
lem which Gen. Franco would face 
if he won the war and had then to 
govern Spain. He would be the 
chief of a bankrupt Government in 
a country which has been widely 
devastated. He would have been 
brought to power, not by the up- 
rising of his own people, but by the 
bayonets of Moorish troops and 
foreign mercenaries, by the tanks 
and airplanes and bombs of foreign 
Powers. 

How could he hope to maintain 
such a Government except by the 
help of his patrons in Rome and 
Berlin? And what help could they 
give him? They could give: him 
arms, no doubt. But what else 
could they give him, what kind of 
economic and financial assistance 
could they offer him with which 
to restore the shattered economy 
of the Spanish people? At best, 
only the kind of assistance which 
would make of Spain a colonial de- 
pendency of the Fascist states. 
Thus, the victory of the nationalist 
cause would sé#m to promise only. 
the extinction of the national inde- 
pendence of Spain, 


s 
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On the other hand, a victory by 
the Madrid Government would be 
equally unpromising. For that 
Government would also have to 
govern by terror and it, too, would 
have been raised to power, not by 
its own. popular support, but by 
arms and officers and officials com- 
ing chiefly from Russia. 

For however democratic the 
Spanish Government may have 
been when the rebellion started last 
summer, it has steadily degenerated 
into a proletarian dictatorship un- 
der foreign guidance and dependent 
upon foreign support. If all went 
well with it, it could not hope to 
suppress the counter-revolution for 
years and years to come. During 
that “transitional” period, which in 
Russia has lasted for nearly 20 


years, dictatorship based on _ ter- 
rorism would alone be possible. It 
is almost inconceivable that such 
a state of affairs would not sooner 
or later provoke foreign interven- 


tion. 
o . * 


Besides these alternatives, bad as 
they are, there is a third possibility 
which would be even worse. If the 
war continues, it is even more 
probable. It is that the two nom- 
inally Spanish factions may be en- 
tirely unable to reach a decision 
and that their war will gradually 
develop into an international war. 
This is what has actually begun 
to happen in the last few weeks: 
the respective patrons of both sides 
have been intervening more and 
more aggressively. The net effect 
has been to intensify the struggle, 


‘to aggravate the horror and the 


misery, and to bring a decision no 
nearer. 

All this has happened under the 
cover of a solemn _ international 
agreement not to interfere in the 
Spanish civil war. Clearly, that 
agreement may soon cease to be 
even a useful fiction, a convenient 
piece of hypocrisy. At that mo- 
ment, the Powers really concerned 
with peace rather than with the 
victory of one side or the other, 
namely Britain and France and the 
nations of the League, must make 
a great decision. They must either 
let the Italo-German combination 
fight it out with Russia for the 
mastery of the Spanish peninsula 
or they must bring the war to an 
end. 


Either course has its dangers, 
but, of the two, a decisive interven- 
tion for peace would appear to be 
the legs dangerous. In the first 
place, Britain and France together 
still overwhelmingly stronger in 
Western Europe than the others. 
Their authority in that part of the 
world is very great, once they de- 
cide to assert it unmistakably. They 
could almost certainly count on the 
moral support of all the League na- 
tions and the nations in this hem- 
isphere. 

Skillful diplomacy might very 
well save the face of Mussolini, Hit- 
ler and Stalin, all of whom may be 
realizing that they have staked their 
prestige in a region where it is not 
likely to be enhanced. A clear, 
simple and disinterested proposal 
for a truce, then for a peace, then 
for a reconstruction, might then be 
made very difficult to reject. 


The occasion for the offer might 
very well be a military stalemate 
at Madrid, with a cruel, hard win- 
ter ahead. The force of the offer 
would lie in the recognition that no 
Spanish party can win the civil 
war, that to go on is to transform 
it into a European war, and finally, 
that it is the disinterested Powers, 
Britain and France, which alone 
can give Spain the help needed to 
repair the devastation and to heal 
her wounds. 

If the attempt is made to bring 
peace to Spain, there is no reason 
why the United States Government, 
preferably in collaboration with 
Pan-America, should not support it. 
For it has never been part of the 
doctrine of non-entanglement in 
Europe that we should hold back 
from the use of our good offices to 
prevent war or to end a war. 

For the best of all ways of stay- 
ing out of European wars and en- 
tanglements is to prevent European 
wars, and while it is not our busi- 
ness to take the initiative in trying 
to settle a European quarrel, it is 
very much to our own interest that 
the initiative, if taken, should stic- 
ceed, 

Nor would that moral support be 
an empty gesture. For after the 
fighting is over, there must be a re- 
construction. It will be an excel- 
lent form of national insurance for 
this country to assist it:

Chamberlin, Inc., and Associated In- 
dustries of New York State, Inc., 
who asked for a re-argument be- 
fore all nine justices. The 4to-4 
division occurred in the absence of 
Justice Stone, who is ill. 

The petition said a rehearing 
would “be in accord with precedent 
and long-established practice of this 
court in like situations,” would 
serve public interest, and “avert 
the possibility of grave injustices to 
these appellants.” 

“The affirmances by an equally 
divided court in these caseg leave 
unsettled and uncertain grave ques- 
tions of constitutional law of pres- 
sing public concern,” the petition 
stated.

remaining for committee action are 
resolutions urging intensification of 
inter-American trade through lower 
tariff barriers and commercial 
treaties. 

Also up for committee action is 
the proposal inter-American Court 
of Justice suggested by the Central 
American nations. 

Secretary of State Hull of the 
United States introduced two reso- 
lutions on trade. One calls for 
equality of treatment and declares 
that the American republics “are 
convinced the growth of interna- 
tional trade cdn serve greatly to 
strengthen the foundations of peace 
by improving the material welfare 
and contentment of nations .', ..” 
It declares the benefits may be 
achieved only “if governmental pol- 
icies regulating trade conform to 
the spirit and equity of neighbor- 
liness. Contrary policies which 
convey special advantages create 
resentment and disputes between 
nations and frustrate the peaceful 
ends trade should serve.” 

Equality of Treatment. 

The resolution then declares the 

American republics “reaffirm the 
Montevideo declaration that “the 
principle of eqyality of treatment 
stands and must continue to stand 
as the -basis of all acceptable com- 
mercial policy.” 
The resolution also pledges that 
the nations will “refrain from seek- 
ing preferential treatment in inter- 
national trade.” 

Hull’s second resolution provides 
that the American republics: 

“Shall proceed with the definite 
objective of reducing unreasonable 
and excessive trade barriers of all 
kinds”; “declare the earnest intén- 
tion of so directing policies as to 
avoid to the utmost extent the pos- 
sible creation and imposition of any 
new obstacles to importations”; 
“affirm the intention that in all new 
action which directly or indirectly 
affects imports from the subscrib- 
ing nations they will be guided by 
the unconditional most-favored-na- 
tion principle” and any advantages 
they extend to any other country 
in the future will be extended to all 
subscribing countries. 

The preamble declares trade re- 
strictions are “contributing to dis- 
content, fear and controversy in 
many countries and between many 
countries.” 

It added that “the seeds of con- 
flict are easily sown among peo- 
ples who find living conditions un- 
satisfactory and opportunities for 
economic improvement limited.” 


Methodist Peace Commission Urges 
World Economic Conference. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—The Meth- 
odist Episcopal World Peace Com- 
mission urged the conference at 
Buenos Aires yesterday to convoke 
a world economic conference. 

Executive Secretary Charles F. 
Boss sent this cablegram to the 
parley in Argentina: “Implore con- 


sible the participation in any Eu- 
ropean war. Urge the adoption of 


mutually acceptable plans of eéco- 
nomic co-operation which may 
serve as a pattern for the economic 
welfare and peace of the world and 
initiate an’ invitation for a world 
economic conference.” 

Outlook for League Proposal. 

Authoritative sources forecast to- 
day the proposals for an American 
League of Nations and an Ameri- 
can court would be shelved by the 
conference. 

Juan Antonio Buero of Uruguay, 
chairman of a subcommittee which 
studied the projects submitted by 
several nations, prepared reports 
urging that the subjects be referred 
to the regular Pan-American Con- 
ference at Lima in 1938 after ex- 
perts have studied them in the 
meantime. 

A poll of members of the subcom- 
mittee indicated his recommenda- 
tions would receive majority sup- 
port. The United States is under- 
stood to oppose both measures in 
their present form.

Non-Profit Organization. 

“This disposition must be read 
in connection with the statement 
in the bill that the respondent (the 
Associated Press) makes no profit 
from furnishing news to its mem- 
bers, but equitably divides the ex- 
pense amongst them. The associa- 
tion cannot, therefore, lose the 
$8000 in question. 

“If the three newspapers in the 
affected territory cease to pay the 
sum they will save it, not lose it, 
and, as to any other damage they, 
may suffer from petitioner's com- 
petition, the affiant is silent.. 

“Assuming, without deciding, that 
in the circumstances disclosed, the 
respondent has standing to niain- 
tain a suit to redress or prevent 
damage caused its members by pe- 
titioner’s conduct, the allegation of 
possible damage to them is wholly 
inadequate, because the asserted 
danger of loss of members is a 
mere conclusion unsupported by 
even a suggestion that withdrawal 
has been threatened by any news- 
paper, and no intimation is given 
of the character or expense of the 
damage they would suffer by such 
withdrawal.”

concealing something from you?” 

“T wouldn't want to say that,” Pot- 

ter replied; asking for time to pro- 

duce further “facts” relating to the 

Missouri Pacific deal. 

Limitation on Borrowing. 

Earlier in the hearing it had been 
brought out by John P. Murphy, 
attorney for many years for the 
Van Sweringens and familiar with 
the elaborate holding company 
structure the two brothers built up, 
that there was one major restric- 
tion on the borrowing power of 
the Van Sweringens in the charter 
of the Alleghany Corporation. The 
borrowing power was specifically 
limited to an amount equal to 60 
per cent of the assets of the corpo- 
ration, Murphy declared. 

Because of this limitation, Wheel- 
er sought to bring out in question- 
ing Potter, it was impossible for 
the Van Sweringens to borrow 
funds to cary out the deal they 
had made with the Armours and 
Swifts to buy terminal properties 
for the Missouri Pacific at North 
Kansas City, Mo., and St. Joseph, 
Mo. The contract for these proper 
ties called for a payment of $10, 
000,000 in October, 1930. And at 
that time the Van Sweringens had 
already exceeded the 60 per cent 
limitation, Wheeler showed. ° 

Wheeler Charges Subterfuges. 

To raise the $10,000,000, the Van 
Sweringens sold to J. P. Morgan & 
Co., $10,500,000 of Missouri Pacific 
bonds, with an option to repur- 
chase these bonds six months later. 
What Wheeler then tried to estab- 
lish was that this transaction was 
merely a “subterfuge” to get 
around the limitation on borrowing 
in the charter. 

In support of this view Wheeler 
introduced a series of interoffice 
memoranda giving details of dis- 
cussions between officers of the 
Morgan bank, the Guaranty Trust 
Co., and the First National Bank 
of New York. The latter two had 
been “cut into” the Missouri Pa- 
cific bond transaction. When the 
bond market continued to sag and 
it appeared that the banks would 
actually have to take a loss on the 
deal, the memoranda showed vari- 
ous plans were considered for hav- 
ing the Van Sweringens make up 
this loss out of their own private 
bank account. It was indicated 
that the Van Sweringens had given 
their assent to some such plan. 

Potter ascribed these memoran- 
da to “overzealous” younger of- 
ficers of the bank and in response 
to Wheeler’s insistent questioning 
said he had advised against any 
such arrangement as a “crooked” 
and “immoral” effort to get 
around the borrowing restriction in 
Alleghany’s charter. 

» “I told them that we had suf- 
fered a loss and there was nothing 
to do but take the loss,” Potter 
said. 

Wheeler, citing the prospectuses 
issued for Alleghany securities, 
was highly critical of the practice 
of lawyers’ lending their names to 
the flotation of. securities. He 
pointed out that John W. Davis, 
head of the New York law firm 
representing the Morgan bank, had 
his name on the Alleghany securi- 
ties. And also, according to Wheel- 
er, these same lawyers approved 
the purchase of the terminal prop- 
erties from Armour and Swift. 

“They approved of that deal,” 
Wheeler said, “and let me add that 
Judge Faris in St. Louis, in the 
Circuit Court there, has called this 
an ‘unconscionable’ contract, illegal 
and contrary to th:2 anti-trust 
laws.” 

Wheeler, after recalling Murphy 
to the stand, read at length from 
Judge Faris’ decision on the Termi- 
nal shares deal. Murphy said he 
disagreed with Faris’ interpretation 
of the deal. He added that in re- 
ferring to “corrupt” railroad financ- 
ing, he did not believe Judge Faris 
had the Van Sweringen brothers in 
mind. 

“I disagree with you,” Wheeler 
said. “I think he expressly had the 
Van Sweringens in mind.” 

Wheeler described the Van Swer- 
ingen deal with the Morgan bank 
for the Missouri Pacific bonds as a 
“heads I win, tails you lose” trans 
action, But he could not get from 
Potter an admission that this was 
merely a “disguised” method of 
making still another loan to the 
two railroad financiers. 

At the afternoon session Wheeler 
introduced still another memoran- 
dum showing that O. P. Van Swer- 
ingen approached Morgan & Co. 
with the proposal to sell the $10,- 
‘000,000 of Missouri Pacific bonds,

with a repurchase option. Again 
Wheeler sought to draw from Pot- 
ter an admission that the whole 
transaction was merely a “dis 
guised loan,” but Potter stuck to 
his earlier story. 

Executives of the Missouri Pa- 
cific System, one of the six major 
railroads in the Van Sweringen net- 
work, will be summoned later this 
week. . The road’s president, L. W. 
Baldwin, already has been sub- 
penaed. They will be asked to de 
scribe the working railroad proper- 
ties, characterized by investigators 
as “the second layer in the Van 
Sweringen pyramid.” 

Wheeler said one of the chief ob- 
jects of the inquiry was to protect 
the Government’s investment in the 
Van Sweringen lines, estimated at 
$67,000,000. Loans by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation since 
1930 have made the United States 
the system's largest single creditor, 
he said, pointing out that the Gov- 
ernment had a $23,000,000 .investi- 
ment in Missouri Pacific alone. 

A Senate inquiry is the “only 
means of finding out how this 
money was used,” Wheeler said, be- 
cause railroad holding companies 
are not under Interstate Commerce 
Commission jurisdiction. 


FOR SPEEDIER PROSECUTION 
FOR UNFAIR TRADE PRACTICES 


Federal Commission Would Have 
Court Issue Order in’ Affirm- 
ing Its Rulings. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14-—The 
Federal Trade Commission renewed 
yesterday its request for legisila- 
tion to speed prosecution of offend- 
ers of the fair trade practice laws. 

The commission asked that pro- 
vision be made for an immediate 
court review of a commission order 
to desist from fair trade practices, 
without the necessity of the com- 
mission first proving violation of 
the order. Upon affirmation of the 
order by the court, the commission 
proposed that the court issue its 
own order. If a respondent fails 
to apply for a court review in 60 
days thereafter, the commission pro- 
posed that the order become final. 
Violation would be classified as 
contempt of court. 

The commission. reported 1827 
complaints of unfair competition 
were investigated during the year, 
as.compared with 1695 in the pre- 
vious 12 months. It issued 386 
formal complaints, alleging various 
forms of unfair competition and 
other unlawful practices, compared 
with 280 such complaints in the pre- 
ceding period. It issued 161 “cease 
and desist” orders during the year, 
as compared with 126 the year be- 
fore. 

Fifteen of the commission’s orders 
were carried to United States Cir- 
cuit Courts of Appeals for review, 
all being sustained, the report said. 
No commission order reached the 
Supreme Court during the year for 
a decision on its merits.

A toxicologist reported: finding 
traces of poison in her body. 

Burney said she had gone to her 
aunt’s because of her father’s rela- 
tions with Mrs. Harker, who had 
been living at the Smoak home 
since death of the second Mrs. 
Smoak, the former Miss Alice Ma- 
son of Wilmington, on July 8, 1935. 

Records at a drug store showed 
Smoak bought 60 grains of poison 
Nov. 18 and a partly-filled bottle 
of the poison was found in Smoak’s 
locker at the railroad shop where 
he worked after he and Mrs. Har- 
ker were arrested. 

The first Mrs. Smoak, the ‘former 
Miss Georgia Jones, of Wilming- 
ton, died on Feb. 10, 1922. Annie 
Thelma was her daughter. 

The deaths of Smoak’s two wives 


continued under investigation.

Texas Petitions for Right to 
Sue Other States in $10,- 
000,000 Claim, ~~ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. — The 


State of Texas today filed a motion‘ } 


in the United States Supreme Court 
in an effort to collect an inheritance 
tax of. about $10,000,000 from the 
estate left by Col. Edward H. R. 
Green, son of Hetty Green. 

Attorney-General William Mece- 
Graw of Texas asked the Supreme 
Court for permission to file a bill 
of complaint against the states of 
New York, Massachusetts and F'lor- 
ida and against Sylvia Green Wilks, 
sister of Green, and Mabel Harlow 
Green, the widow. 

Col. Green died in New York in 
June, leaving an estate of a value 
estimated at more than $30,000,000. 

In its petition Texas set forth that 
Col. Green in 1892 abandoned dom- 
iciles in other states and took up 
residence in Dallas, Tex. 

“Thereafter,” said the petition, 
“he continuously maintained such 
domicile, until his death, and re- 
peatedly, every year until his death, 


he reaffirmed his choice of Texas; 


as his choice of permanent domi- 
cile . . . and declared every other 
state, including New York, Massa- 
chusetts and Florida, not to be his 
domicile.” 

Each of the other three states 
has claimed Green as a resident, 
and.each has demanded an inheri- 
tance tax of Sylvia Green Wilkes 
and Mabel Harlow Green.

ROAR comes from the great 

Chinese dragon, the 400,000,000 

who live, labor, die and are ex- 
ploited. The Chinese Generalissimo, 
Chiang Kai-shek, attached to the 
ancient Chinese belief that right is 
so powerful that it does not “re- 
quire to be supported or enforced 
by might,” is arrested by his mu- 
-tinous troops demanding “an im- 
mediate declaration of war against 
Japan; recovery of all Chinese ter- 
ritory, including Manchuria.” 

This outbreak worries Tokio, and 
it might, if China had a few fight- 
ing leaders, with enough airplanes 
and good pilots. China now is like 
Niagara Faits before the turbines 
were put in, much power going to 
waste. What could military genius 
and modern weapons accomplish, 
backed by a nation of 400,000,000? 


Russia's production of gold in- 
creases rapidly, with 144 gold fields 
active; the total production not less 
than $200,000,000 a year, and, ac- 
cording to some estimates, nearly 
$500,000,000. 

Russia already Canada 
and the United States in gold pro- 
duction, and expects soon to sur- 
pass the British South African gold 
fields, and all the gold goes to the 
Government. Prospectors and min- 
ers get “praise.” 

This gold production does not 
mean greater power for Bolshev- 
ism, Quite the other way, it may 
be the worst thing that could hap- 
pen to the Karl Marx-Lenin-Stalin 
theory. 

As nations and individuals become 
rich they become conservative. 


There is still reverence for En- 
glish Kings in “democratic Amer- 
ica.” In New York clubs of “aristo- 
cratic” membership, all rose, when 
the broadcast began, and not one 
sat down while the King was speak- 
ing. In England they sat down— 
they are used to Kings there.

It was easy to see that Kit 
had a innate fondness for exhibi- 
tion performances. Maybe it’s the

The other afternoon her 
easy smile widened and her brown 
eyes traveled gaily over the crowd 
gathered around the platform to 
listen to her little patter about 
skates.

“One day, when I was 
still pretty wobbly, the kids were 
having ‘a race, and a friend of mine 
pushed me into the line-up for a 
joke. I didn’t think it was very 
funny but there I was with my 
knees knocking together and noth- 
ing to do but try to keep up. Well, 
I won the race.” 

That first victory, which was as 
much of a surprise to her as to 
everyone else, inspired the first 
world-beating dreams in Kit’s dark,

curly head. She attributes her rec- 
ord to patience, practice, and per- 
serverance, the kind that got her 
up mornings at 6 o’clock for an 
hour’s work-out at the rink be- 
fore she went to work as a stenog- 
rapher. “Sept. 1, I set as my train- 
ing deadline, even though the skat- 
ing season didn’t begin officially 
until Jan. 1.. Before the rinks 
opened, I used to jump rope, hike, 
and ride a bicycle to get into con- 
dition. The family t I was 


‘crazy, but they didn’t interfere, be- 


cause I was the spoiled baby of 
six. None of my brothers or sis- 
ters can stand up on the ice, in- 
cidentally.” 


ISS KLEIN thinks ice-skatiog 

beats the other racing sports 

for toughness. “First of all, you 
have to be able to stand the- cold, 
and you have to be proficient in a 
race of any length, unlike runners, 
who may be 220 men, or milers, but 
seldom both.” Asked about her ac- 
tual speed, she hesitated a moment, 
to calculate, because in Europe, 
where she broke and set her rec- 


~ords, they figure in metric distance. 


“I can tell you that in my longest 
race, which was approximately 
three-and-a-half miles, I covered the 
distance in 10 minutes and 12 sec- 
onds, and the shortest distance, 220 
yards, I skated in 21 seconds.” 


Kit’s closest competitor was a 
Finnish girl, Unais Blikken, from 
Helsingford. “They're all tall, 
broad-shouldered huskies over there, 
and Undis was no exception. Be- 
lieve me, she sure gave me a run 
for my money,” the half-pint cham- 
pion added to her simple account of 
the race which made her for the 
second time queen or women speed 
skaters. 


Blikken may have given Klein a 
“run for her money,” but neither of 
them realized it until the race was 
over, because abroad entrants per- 
form one at a time with only the 
stop-watches to beat. “Races over 
there are not nearly as much fun, 
of course, when you just ‘start out 
and chase yourself,” the champion 
observed, “and you haven’t an 
inkling who has won until the 
judges announce it.” That effici- 
ent, if cold-blooded, way of run- 
ning things, doesn’t seem to affect 
the enthusiasm of the spectators, 
she says, most of whom are “stop- 
watch crazy” and carry their own 


to keep abreast of the races. 

In lots of ways, the European 
skaters have it all over us Ameri- 
cans, Miss Kiein believes. For the 
most part their competitions are 
held out-of-doors on natural ice— 
the only indoor rink abroad is in 
Paris—which means greater speed, 
because there are longer straight 
stretches, and fewer turns to make, 
demanding an entirely different 
kind of skate. “In Europe, too, 
they always have music for their 
competitions,” Miss Klein paused 
long enough in her sales talk to a 
small boy to explain. “We're be- 

to catch on now that mu- 


sic helps the skater, because skat-. 


ing is very much like dancing. 
Everyone ought to learn to skate 
to music, then the important funda- 
mentals, timing, rhythm, and bal- 
ance, would come -a whole lot 
easier.” 

Kit has her own ideas about how 


been putting them into practice 
the last few years in Buffalo, where 
she has a large class, and a club 
named for her. ‘“My real prodigy 
is my little niece,” she volunteered 
with pride, “When she was 2 years 
old, I bought her a pair of double 
runners, At 3, I put her on single 
runners, At 4, she was wearing 
racers, and at 5 she ran away from 
all the boys to win the Cradle North 
American championship in Toron- 
to, for children under 8.” 


Shie’s Miss Klein's biggest hobby, 
and another of her side interests is 
cooking. She was almost defiant 
about this new enthusiasm: “Yes, 
I'm learning to cook, and don’t 
jump to the conclusion that it’s be- 
cause I’m about to be married. It’s 
just because I’m sick of all the 
cracks about women athletes who 
don’t know the rudiments of home- 
making. I don't see why we can’t 
be domestic and human like any- 
one else. In my opinion, there’s no 
excuse for a woman athlete to be 
masculine about her dress or con- 
duct, except in actual competition,”

Champion Kit Klein Gives Up Amateur Rating for Selling and Movies 


One look at Kit Klein would con- 
vince you that her protest is sin- 
cere and that personally she is any- 
thing but a Tom Boy, for all her 
stream-lining. She'd be a honey in 
evening clothes, likes to wear them, 
she says, and seldom goes in for 
strictly tailored things. 

With her emphasis on the double 


standard, there are certain branches * 


of her sport which she'd as soon 
leave to the men. Ice hockey, for 
one thing, although there are a few 
women’s teams in Europe and one 
in Canada. “I played once with the 
Canadian team,” she moaned. 
“What did I play? Goalie. And 
did I take the bumps! But I don’t 
recommend ice hockey for girls. 
It’s too strenuous, with those quick 
stops and starts.” Let the men 
crack up at it, she says, if they

The rea- 
son for a mistake goes deeper 
than the surface and touches the 
cause, which is far more forcible 
than any feason. A reason for 
weakness and lack of control is 
not enough. It cannot excuse it. 
It cannot cure it. To accept a 
child’s feeling of inadequacy as 
an excuse for destructive and 
futile behavior is to make a very 
grave mistake indeed.

HEN an eight-year-old child, 

rather helpless for his age, 

plays with a competent 10-year- 
old, he needs some _ self-control, 
and some appreciation of his situ- 
ation. His mother knowing his weak- 
nesses, ought to have trained him to 
control his temper, deaden his jeal- 
ousies, and direct his attention to- 
wards strengthening his own weak- 
nesses, And she might have taught 
him to cheer for the good players 
and hope to be in their class by 
and by. Good sportsmanship, the 
term ior self-control, comes by 
slow stages. It must be started 
early and kept to the fore through- 
out the formative years. 

We have to be careful about 
accepting reasons for ill behavior 
instead of getting down to the 
causes and changing them. It does 
not help to say, “Well, he forgot 
himself.” “He isn’t used to be- 
ing with other children.” “His 
old teacher made such a lot of 
him. It’s hard for him to feel 
neglected.” It won't do. Go be- 
hind that reagon, get under it, to 
the cause of the child's feeling. 
Reach the inadequacy and begin 
to build it up. And teach the 
child self-ontrol. 

Bad temper, destructive actions, 
wordy abuse come with poor grace 
from children of this age. They 
need training, discipline, control, 
and they must come from within 
themselves. Long teaching and 
practice bring them.

Of Vivisection

CANNOT remember how many 
| times in the last thirty years, I 

have been called upon to write 
articles, address lay groups, appear 
before legislative assemblies, and 
carry on discussions to prove that 
irreparable harm would be worked 
on the public if Medicine were de- 
nied the privilege of studying dis 
ease through animal experimenta- 
tion. 
During the course of the years, 
my reaction to anti-vivisection 
propaganda has changed. I used 
to feel that the esstritial problem 
lay in converting the anti-vivisec- 
tion group through the presenta- 
tion of irrefutable facts. Is it 
scarcely conceivable that even the 
most stubborn enthusiasts could 
hold out against cold, statistical 
figures, drawn up by men of medi- 
cine, who are, to say the least, as 
sincere, as honest and as intelli 
gent as the group to whom they 
appeal? Scarcely conceivable; but 
nevertheless it is a fact. 
‘So I have come to look upon the 
average intelligent anti-vivisection- 
ist as an honestly misguided per 
son, who stands not so much for 8 
deep conviction as he represents, 
rather, a state of mind. I have no 
quarrel with him on the ground 
of his belief; but I deprecate the 
consequences that have flowed and 
always will flow when he crystab 
lizes his belief into belligerent pub 
lic sentiment or into ill-advised leg 
islation that cramps the study and 
conquest of disease. 
For those who feel as I do, there 
is much solace in some recént news 
that came from England where 
there has always been a group of 
actively militant anti-vivisection- 
ists. In the southwestern part of 
London there is a large hospital, 
with.a qualified staff of surgeons 
and specialists. It is a charitable 
institution, by the name of The Na- 
tional Anti-Vivisection Hospital, 
Written into the constitution of 
this hospital are the provisions that 
no experimentor on animals may 
be permitted to serve on its gov- 
erning board, nor serve on its med- 
ical, surgical, nursing or adminis 
trative staff; that no remedies that 
are the result of experiments on 
animals may be used there; and 
that every person on the staff be 
required to take a pledge against 
vivisection. — 
Under these provisions, the hos- 
pital has broken down. An appli- 
cation has been made to the High
